Hobart Pasha on the War. 

(To the Editor of the Times.) 

Sir, — So at last the fai'ce lis played 
out; diplomacy' retires on its laurels, 
and Russia, forsooth, is to have the task 
of teacbiu^ the Turku liow to rule their 
people. No sooner had tho Turks 
seriously tnkou iu hand tho work of 
reform, wheu they had promulgated 
newjaws, when, they , bad elected to 
their'newly-formed Parliament repre- 
sentatives of all denominations and 
religions, wlieu thoj had dcthrouod 
two Sultans as incapable, wheu thoy- 
had dismissed many high officials for 
corruption, chosen their beat men to 
govern iu the Provinces, commenced 
a system of geudarmerio, invited for- 
ei^ucrs to join thoir naval and military 
schools, &c., than Ivuaaia, fearful lest 
she might forfeit her long and sadly- 
abused infiuenoe over iter neigbbor, 
puts ber band'&round her throat, cry- 
ing, "Stop! No bad example, Mr. 
^urk; we shall have our people next 
asking for a Constitution and roforui. 
You are going too fast; \vo tiie going 
to force jou to reform iu our own way, 
not in yours. We going to do so by 
making you throw all yoar euergio.s 
and spend all your means, not iu tho 
path of reform, but in self-defence. 
After that you are ruined, after your 
people. axe driyen to desperation and 
excited • to' madness, then they will 
show you what to do. It may bo that 
you will lose a Province or so, but that 
matters not; never mind treaties. No 
answer! i''igbt you must. Everyone 
has deserted you, so come on. Wo 
will ijlace you in such a position that 
Tou cannot go ahead in the eyes of ex- 
pectant Europe in carrying out your 
gpod intentions." Sir, this is the true 
position of ailairs; add cleverly has 
ner persistent enemy played her game. 
Now we shall see what an oppressed 
nation of 15,000,001) can do against a 
powerful (jf a somewhat divided) na- 
tion of yL),OUO,000 when it has to do 
battle for its voiy existence; now wo 
shall see Poles, Circassians, Georgi- 
ans, and the braye Hungarians setting 
aside all questions of religious di&ereucos 
nud rallying round tho Turk, tliinkiug 
only of rovougo lor imal injurioi inilicteil 
on thorn by ibis woiild-bo-instruL-tor in 
the art of govomiugjiUid wo shall piobab- 
ly'see enough blood llow to satisfy ovoii 
tlio moat rabid humanitarian. Let us 
have no more rrtvinga about fanaticism 
and Turkish misrule. The war now bo 
iiuiuiuciut (it not actually declared while 
i writo) will bo a war wngod on oiio side 
for aggi-essiou and tspoliation ba-sod on 
Oathariuo's droam and IVter tho Gioat'.s 
will; ou the other, by a nation which is 
not actuated by fauaticul reasons, but 
which vfiil.^ght— aye, and fighthard— for 
hearths and homes of its people and it.i 
hononr as a nation. It is a grand siglit 
to at'o an army uud a navy luieh as tlio 
Turkish without pay for mor.tu.s— ono, 
might say lor yoars— sacrilkiug all fur 
their country; no tobacco, often .slioit 
rations, but happy as qhildrou and brave 
as lionaii However, tbaak goodaeas! tbuy 
are well armed and clothed, and ready for 
anvlhiug iu tno W'ly of hard work, bir, 1 
hii'vo bcM!)! ;io' i..4i,.d of u.spouslug t!ui caii.so 
of tho Turk.s '.villi too great warmlli. No 
man has moru oneiily coiulomnud or m iro 
deeply regroltoJ Ihu sad ovcuits in liiil- 
guria. No one has cunsured thu bad «.vh- 
tem of govornment exisiiug horoloforo 
more than myself. iJut I lind in liibtoy 
many parallel eases during civil war.-^.aod 
as I know that there is ko much real good 
in tho Turks, I have ahvay.^ urgod that 
•thoy should havo a oliauco given to them, 
in which ca!.e I foie.sou liappy times and 
a great future for this oouiury. Tho hw- 
sous thoy have received havo not been 
thrown away; but I prophecy fearful ro- 
Bults if this war (supposing it to havo 
beun deolarod while I writo) is allowed to 
goon. Too Turks aik, wiih reimou, "wiiut 
does Hus.siii w.iulV bi it guarantees of 
reform? Can we,'' they kuv, "hrgia v. 
Btriot reijime of govoriinient liy aeceiJling 
at tU6.fl!ltS0t humilialiou iu tho eyen id' 
those WO are to govern '/ Tho only guar- 
antee wo can oU'er is immediate action, 
and this wo cannot, put into practice till 
wo are freo not only from war but from 
intrigue." I fear that no guarantee would 
satisfy llussia. Lot Luropo gues;i what 
she wants, and look to her own interests 
■Wbilto^Bhet fEurope) stands gravely by and 
sees a nrave nation disinuuiljored. 
But wo havo not como to that yet. Turkey 
will prove a bard, a very hard nut to 
crack. One hoars (reports are always 
magnilioii) of disturbances here and thoro 
oven now in the Provinces. How can you 
expect anything clso while every subject 
of Turkey has to give almost his last far- 
thing in support of the army and navy.

It will 
have witnessed the sule of his great gal- 
lory of pictures and the decision of a 
Court of law that ho is rosponsiblo to tho 
shareholders of a company which ho pro- 
moted, and is liable (jointly find aover- 
ally) to repay tho .fiS-'jiUOO which ho and 
tho others promoters received. Assum- 
iug that that judgment is not rever.sed on 
appeal, it will inflict a deadly blow on tho 
business of joint-stock company making. 
It i.i very clear that no one will incur tho 
labor and tho risk of starting a company | 
without boiugwoll paid for it, and as tlio 
fact of such p;iyiiU'nt wcaild, it' inado 
known as Vico-Ohancellor Bacon holds it 
ought to be, prevent the public from hav- 
ing any faith iu it, tho occu2Jatioii of t,lio 
promoter is gone. Tho world will not 
greatly suffor thereby. When the Limit- 
ed Liability Act was passed twenty years 
ago its framors novor intciiided that it 
should bo nsed as it has been. They 
meant only that porsous having a genuine 
business might introduce capitalists who 
woald not mind incurring a cerlaiu 
amount of risk with their money, provid- 
ed they 'WerO' not exposed to unlimited 
obligations. The priuciple existed with 
regard to banks and mines, and there was 
no reason why it should not bo extended. 
But it has been grossly abused until the 
word promoter has become a term of re- 
proach,"

Should it bo shown, ou 
esami.iation, that a tnio gold-bearing 
lode exists at Cariboo, ovory interest will 
bo quickened; now lil'u will bo infusud 
into every chaunol of industry, and tho 
Province will enter upon u career of per- 
manent prosperity that will astonish ovon 
those who remember the days who« Wil- 
liam Creek showered its golden favors on 
every willing worker. 

Wo aro amongst thoso who believe that 
tho qiiariz lodges of Cariboo have boon 
too long neglected; and although the 
senior mombor for Cariboo iu a measure 
atonod for his neglect in tho past by sup' 

' porting; tho quartz-mining bill, wo aro 
sorry to sdy that his sabsequent oonrso 

• tHrough the columns of the Standard has 
been such as to completely destroy all 
confidenco in tho sincerity of Mr. Wal- 
kem's support of tho Bill. Turning to 
tiles of tlio Dowspapeis wo find that on 
tho 27th iMarcli, -wbon j\[r. Elliott moved 
the second reading of tho Quartz Mining 
Bill.tljo following debate occurred: 
' ■ "Hon. Mr. Waikom entirely igretid with 
this Bill. It will enable men to test 
tho quartz-bearing ledg9S. There are 
several lohich promise to be very valuable, 
and ho lliought it toould be of great value to 
ilia country and it would repay the outlay 
tenfold. He congratulated the Government 
on introduciug so ijood a Dill." 

"Gapt. Evuus explained that the dig- 
gings in Cariboo were fast becoming ex- 
hausted, and the impression is therefore 
that unless something is done very soon 
that wo shall lose our minors and thoreby 
a largo number of our population. Tho 
object was to ask tho Government to give 
them$15,000 just to start this mill, It 
uras not to be a gift, but a loan, to bo re- 
paid oveiraad above working exponseu. 
tioms of this quoi'tz had been sent to 
Sun Prancisoo and was reported to assay 
very favorably. Ho fi.lt that the House 
would support this Bill unanimously." 

"Mr. IJavio tbouglit tho govorumont 
were entitled to groat credit for bringing 
in tbo Bill, whioli was in tho interest of 
the province at large. The history of such 
ooaDiries as Australia, New Zealand and 
California proved that quartz mining wns 
a permaDcnt industry and highly bonofl- 
cidl to tlio whole country. There were 
numerous gold-boaring quartz ledges in 
Cariboo; for exam plo thoso of Mosquito 
Creek, William Creek, Lowheo Creek and 
many others. Already sufhcient iiroapects 
- liiivo been obtained to justify the Govern- 
ment in proposing tho present measure. 
Iu Sadoux's ledge, on Mosquito Creek, 
minors have been working for many years 
without tho aBsistauce of machines and 
were able to make good wugos. An assay 
from another Icdgo in Cariboo had shown 
result of §83 dollars per ton. This assay 
had been made from ore sent to the !Ne- 
vada MetoUurgical Works, and a copy of 
that report ho liad handed to the leader 
of the Government, Victoria would gain 
by tbo successful development of quartz 
lodges iu Cariboo. Supplies must bo 
drawn from Victoria, and the greater 
tho number of mon employed the greater 
the supplies. Besides tho proposed loan 
in aid of the erection of a mill tho Gov- 
ernment were authorized to employ tbo 
services of a person skilled in nartz 
mining, who was to reside in Curiboo, 
This lu) knew from letters from Cariboo 
Avaa liignly desired and ho was gl:iil to 
know that tho Government wore willing 
to p.iy attention to substantial roproson- 
tatioiis. This was the first Government 
that hud been enterprising enough to take 
such a matter in band and should quartz 
mining in Cariboo prove a success, us 
there was every reason to beliovo it would 
1)0, no member of tho House would rogret 
Bupijorting tlio iJill (ohoors.)" 

The 1511 having been read a second lime 
unanimously, was jjassod in Committee 
with a few amendments, and is now law. 
Is it not a little singular that while tho 
Bill was before tho House Mr. Walkem 
did not donoiinco it aa "a huge joko," hut 
that ho waited iintii an olection was iiu 
pending iu his District bulore decryxig 
it as a "fraud" aud "a bribe?" Iu tiio 
House he congratulated "tiia Gorernment 
On-introdticliig .so good a Hill." Out of the 

, House ho has declared tho offer to bo a 
"huge joko," uuil ridicules tho idea of 
bringing a mining ougiueer into the Prr,- 
viticti before it is known that a true ledge 
has been disoovortd. Why, if tho hon- 
orable gentleman would examine tho Bill 
he will hiul that tho .'ijl5,t)UU cannot be 
paid to a company until a well doiiued 
quartz ledge has been discovered. Would 
it not bo folly to pay any public money 
away before a professional opinion has 
been obtained as to tho real VMue .of the 
lodg.'? Mo.st assuredly; and although 
Mr. Walkem, through the columns of bis 
organ, now ^rn'ors and laughs at tbo pro- 
pnsiliim, when ho hopes to damage 

'?Mr. Davio'i) chaiicps of re election, 
we aro prepirud to show that bo 
did not always think so — that no later

can be devoted to the purpose? 

Tho Government in securing tho pas- 
sage of the Quartz-Mining Bill were ac- 
tuated by an earnest desire to do good to 
tho district of Curiboo in pnrtionlar and 
tbo Province in general. That tho enter- 
prise did not take thape years ago is not 
tho fault of Mr. Elliott, who, acting upon 
tho advice of iMr. Davio, has placed a law 
on Iho statute-book that is a credit to tho 
Government and the eoiuitry, notwith- 
standing tho ridicule aiul sneers of Mr. 
Walkem's organ, at a time when tho hopes 
of the quartz-miners of Cariboo i-eom 
about to be realized.

"If the people have to pay the expenses 
of this trip (Mr. Elliott's trip to the Main- 
land) the necessity of it should bo mado 
apparant to the people; and if Mr. El- 
liott pays tho expenses out of his own 
pocket then he is awa/ confessedly on bis 
own private affairs and his pay for the 
time should bo sxoprED." — Standard. 

These are tho utterances of Mr. Wal- 
kem's organ in this city concerning the 
visit of Mr. Elliott to Cariboo. As to the 
necessity of tho trip, wo will just say 
that in the interest of tho country and in 
that of good gotf^rumont it was necos.^aiy 
that Mr. Elliott should go to Cariboo if 
ISIr. Walkem went. Had Mr. Walkem re- 
mained here and attended to his own 
business Mr. Elliott might have delayed 
his intended trip to Cariboo by about one 
month; but Mr. Elliott would have been 
very much to blame had he permitted 
Mr. Walkem to gu above alone, Every- 
one who knows the last named gentleman 
knows that ho is a tricky politiouui, and 
tliat it will pay to watch him. It was 
Mr. Elliott's business to watch him and 
either prevent him from making miswtate- 
monts or correct his miostatumenta a« soon 
as mado. Anyone having a thimbleful of 
sense will readily see where tho necessity 
of tho visit comes in. In the next place, 
Mr. Elliott, being a strictly honorable 
and conscientious man, would — when 
there was any doubt as to whether tho ox- 
jjouBos were properly ohargoable to tho 
publio or not — most unhesitatingly 
charge tho expenses, if any, to himself. 
There is therefore nothing • of the 
tu qiiuqup style of argument about this, 
because Mr. Walkom..Las always been 
very particular that tb'« .' pjiblio BnoiiLi) 
PAY for all his trips whether he was ou 
I)ublic buainess or not, There was evi- 
dently no nico Sense of honor displayed 
by Mr. Walkf m in his dealings with pub- 
lic money. Take, for instance, his cele- 
brated trip to Eagland: Mr. Walkem was 
absent eight mouthii aud eight days. No 
body ever.prcitends that every hour of 
that time was devoted to public business, 
for wo all know that he visited the princi- 
ple cities of the world and had a good 
time generally. For all this ho cbar-cd 
tho taxpayers of the Pfovi:i-;e, aa per tho 
public accounts, ^3510. 97. Almost any- 
body can go to England and back respect- 
ably for $1500; but tho ex Premier ispent 
S3510.97, 01* Sia.71 for every day ho was 
absent from the Province. Then, again, 
take tho celobrated trip as Attorney Gen- 
eral to Cariboo: — driving a fast team t^ 
tho boundary of Cariboo and then jumping 
into a stago-wrtgon, thus proclaiming to 
the people of Cariboo that although the 
Premier of the Province ho was not too 
great a man to rido in a stage. But what 
did that trip cost the taxpayers ? Why, 
only S2250. An ordinary individual can 
travel to Cariboo and back on i?250; but 
not so with Mr. Walkem when ho can 
make tho people pay for it. No wonder 
that his organ is shocked at tho stati^niont 
that Mr. Elliott will defray his own ex- 
pouaes. Tho comparison will 1)0 against 
Mr. Wulkem and will not reflect credit 
on tho economy of his G(jveruuuiit. 
therefore, hold up Mr. Elliott's economi- 
cal mode of traveling and tho annouuci.'d 
determination to defray his own e.\i)enses 
to the ridicule of tho pooplo.

THE CABIBOO ELEOHON. 

Botoro another issue of Thb Ooionist 
•ball liavo obtained general oiroulation 
throiiglioat|Oariboo,,the oohtest now im- 
pending Will have olbaecl. The kane tho 
olddtortfare'caileion to decide ia ploin mid 
unmistakeable. Stripped of nil verbiage 
and extraneoutt questious it ia Bimply, 
■whether Cariboo prefers to remain un- 
rapresentud in a C.ibiuet which, under tho 
most adverse cirotuustaiices, is bound to 
administer tho affairs of tho country for 
the ousuiog two years, nt least. Tho Pro- 
mier is inQnenccd by a sincoro dosiro to 
do good to tho diiiirict which Mr. Davie 
80 ably represents, in inTitiug him to take 
seat in the Ministry. It ia for tho people 
of Oariboo to say whether they wish for 
representation in a quarier where their in- 
terests will be largely advancad. Stress 
baa been laid on the fact that the present 
Government restored the road tolls. But 
those who object to that toll should give 
thorn credit for restoring tho wagonroad 
and tho Quosnel bridgo at the same time. 
TJnless that toll had been imposed, the 
-wagonroad— on which §63,000 was ex- 
ponded last year— would have been in a 
state of decay woFsa than that in whioh it 
was left by the late Government. Ask tho 
merchant at Cariboo what rates of freight 
licrnow.paya on goods intended for tho 
Cariboo mi.iors, and ho will reply that 
freight was never so low as now. A^k him 
what rates he paid in tho fall of 1875, and 
he will say th'U ho paid fifty iior cent, ad- 
Tiavoe on present rates. Tho Elliott Gov- 
ernment received the Cariboo road in a 
atato of magnificent ruin. They have 
placed it m a state of repair 
as good as any Victoria City 
road. Thoy roceivod Quesnel bridge 
when it was raady to topplo into the riv- 
er, and preserved it from being swept 
away. These are facts so well-known to 
every Oariboo man that they scarooly 
need recapitulation now. If we were ask- 
ed why the miOBey issciuired in the .repair 
of tho road and bridge was not taken from 
tho general rovenue, wo should answer 
that more than one-half of tho amount 
necessary was r.o taken; and that there 
would havo been no necessity for road 
tolls or R.ny other description of tax had 
the former Government acted with pru- 
4enee itj^tbe management of the public 
finanoesT Mr. Humphreys' financial state- 
ment, published in 1870, shows th.it tho 
late Govcniiiiont h.ft tho present Govern- 
moDt a debt of upwards of 8000,000 to 
provide for; and the Lands and Works 
report shows tliat nearly •'3200,000 of that 
sum was squandered between Westmin- 
ster, and Yale on a road that will never bo 
used," while tho Cariboo wagon-road that 
bad cost, from first to last. .61,000,000, 
sank into a condition of decay that ren- 
dered travel over it unsafe. It would bo 
well, also, to remind tho man of Cariboo 
that even/ member of /he Wal/cem Minisliy 
apoke in/avoi- of and voted to impose the 
ronii so that any elector who may 
intend to cast his vote against Mr. Davie 
in the expectation that if he is beaten thp 
tolls will be raised #111 understand that 
his cxpecta'ion will not be realized. 

Tho plain issue presented to the Cari- 
booitos is, do you or do you not want re- 
praseutation in the Cabinet'? Wo have 
every confidence that the answer will be 
in the affirmative.

— Tho banquet to 
Grant last night was served in the 
famous Waterloo chiunbor wlioro tho 
old iron duke loved to meet Iiis war 
generals of 1815 ou tho 18th of Juno 
ovory year aud celebrate tho aniiivor- 
sary of tho groat buttle \Thicli forever 
closed tho fortunes of Napoleon Bona- 
parte. Gen. Grunt waa given jDrece- 
dence iu honpr of the, evening iu es- 
corting ■he Duchess of Wellington to 
supper, ajd afterwards Gseovtiug her 
to the reception, at which wero pro- 
sent Dulco aud Duohess of Cleveland, 
Duko and Duche.ss of Mancbeater and 
several others. 

Tho Prince of Wales gave private 
audience to tho ex- President at Marl- 
borough Houso introducing him to his 
household iu tho most friendly man- 
ner, and sat down with him quite a 
long time in ordinary pleasant conver- 
sation. 

The Queen has given orders to the 
Lord Chamberlain to waive tho usual 
presentation ceremonies out of regard 
to tho nation's guest, and extend to 
Gen, and Mrs. Grant invitations to all 
court entertainments. This ia almost 
unpl'ecedented and shows' the great 
esteem in which ho is held in Eng- 
land. 

BiRMiNauA.M, June 1. — Tho Mayor 
gave a dinner to-day to Mr. Gladstone, 
Mr. Bright and members of the city 
corporation. Gladstone replying to a 
toast which was eiithusiaatically re- 
coived, made a long speech, tho most 
significant points of which were in 
eulogy of the Radical party. Mr. 
Bright considered that last autumn the 
agitation on the Eastern question and 
tbe fact thp.t yesterday's meeting was 
greatest political meeting ever held 
within the walls showed that tbe liber- 
al jjarty was in a healthy state. 

Copenhagen, June 2 — M. Mansen, 
leadeiT^of the Xieft.in the Danish Par- 
liamelit', is dead. 

Paris, June 2. — The editors of the 
Radical' have been sentenced to three 
months' iraprisoumeut and .55,000 for 
insulting President .McM.ahon and de- 
fending the Commune. The publica- 
tion of the "Radical" is suspended 
for six months At Perpignan the ed- 
itors of two Republican newspapers 
have been sentenced to fifteen months' 
imprisonment and §400 line respoclive- 
ly for similar offeusea. Prosecution 
has been "instituted against the Alger- 
ian newspaper "Courier of Orange." 

Tho "Moniteiir states that Count 
de Cbambord has advised his adhe- 
rents in tho Senate to vote in favor of 
a dissolution of the chamber, so as not 
to render the Legitimist party respon- 
sible for tbe grave consequences which 
might ensue if dissolution was refused. 
The government has not yet taken any 
detinue resolution about rcproiogating 
tho chamber. Tho Loft appears re- 
solved to oppose a second prorogation 
as unconstitutional. 

London, Juuo 5.— In tho Houso of 
CommouB this afternoon a dispatch was 
laid on tbo table ;;,ddre98e(J by Lord Der- 
by to Lord Lyons, British ambassador at 
Paris. Tho dispatch is dated May IGth. 
Lord Derby informs Lord Lyons that 
Great Britain has declined tho proposal 
of M, DoLosseps to keep opou tbo yuez 
(^aual to all nations, and bad intiiniited to 
lliiKsia that an attempt to blockade or 
otherwise to inlorfere with tbo canal or 
its approaches would bo regarded by Eng- 
land as a menace to India and a grave in- 
jury to iho oomiuorco of tliu world incom- 
patiblu with tho niaiiiteiianco of tho I3i it- 
iah attitude of passive nontrality. At the 
same time it was iutiniatod to tbo Porto 
and Khedive that England was fully deter- 
mined not to permit the canal to bo made 
the Bo'ene of any combat or other warlike 
operations.

Almost tho entire dip- 
lomatic attended, tbo Japanoso and 
tho Chiuoso ninbasKiidors being 
especially romarkable, A largo number 
of membora of Piu'liamont, John Bright, 
Gladstone, Tom Taylor, Wm. Black, 
Moncuro, D. Conway, Prof. Sohliomanii, 
the Earl and Connlesa of Cailhiioss, woro 
among tho dittinjjuisbed guosts. Nearly 
as many Amoricaiis as Englifib.-.u ju wero 
present. 

Pelly, 
member of parliament for Huntingdon- 
shire, died of sunstroke in Hyde Park to- 
day. 

PAnia, June 1.— -It is now well

The difiBcuity rais- 
ed as to the command of the Rou- 
manian troops i.'3 only another effort 
to prevent tho Roumanian army from 
crossing the Danube, but Russia has 
no longer much. influBQce:, over,, the 
Servians, whom she abandoned and 
humiliated. An early explosion in 
Servia may therefore be "feared. The 
Czar sees this. It is said if ho joins 
the army , it will be to negotiate rapid- 
ly with the Sultan and finish the war 
before it develops these threatening 
comijlications. The sjnrit of Russian 
people, tho influence of the Salvonio 
committee.s and enthusiasm of tbe army 
are feared. It is asked whether theEm- 
poror's presence will suffice to encount- 
er this three-fold element? Some people 
think tbe cession of Batoum might 
satisfy everyone without alarming any- 
body, but this opinion is not very gen- 
erally held in Russia. The arrival of 
the Emperor amid the army is awaited 
by all with anxiety.. It is hoped ho 
will act with a promptitude which will 
prevent the complication dreaded, aud 
that a.s .soon a.s he appears disposed to 
tormiuato the war Europe will be 
ready to second him. It is on this 
hypothesis that the situation in Francs 
ia regretable, as sho might bo surpris- 
ed by events in hor present unsettled 
condition aud bo unable to exercise 
her influence in faror of peace.

EASTERN STATES. 
Mount Carmel, 111., May 5. — The di- 
rection of tho cyclone yesterday was from 
southwest to a little north of east, and its 
line of destruction ombraced|all of Fourth 
street and a large portion' of the territory 
between Third and Fifth streets. Tho du- 
ration of tbo wind did not exceed two 
minutes, but tho rnin continued to fall 
for some lime after tbe cyclone uassed. 
The velocity of tho wind was estimated at 
150 miles per hour. During its preva- 
lence the air was filled with flying roofs, 
windows, doors^ lamber, rails, clothing, 
etc. Much debris was carried more than 
a mile away. Thirteen persons were kill- 
ed outright and many others will iiu- 
doubtedly die. Several aro missing — 
probably bniied in tho ruins. It being a 
rainy clay, many furiuers were here. Tha 
county court was also in iieBEioo, which 
brought many people to the city. Men, 
women and children were blown a dis- 
tance of four hundred feet as if tbey wero 
feathers. The bi st prrt of tho town is de- 
stroyed. Some 70 fnmilios aro homeless 
and much distress is anticipated. Search 
for bodi'js still continues.
